NEW YORK, March 15 (UP)-- 
A 32-year-old Columbia Univer- 
sity instructor was jailed today 
charged with being the tenth 
American connected with the 
Gold-Fuchs atomic spy ring for 
Russia. 

William Perl, described as the 
second-ranking aerodynamics en- 
gineer in the nation, was arrested 
last night in his book-lined apart- 
ment. Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation agents also seized some 
of his personal papers. 

The scientist, whose father was 
a native of Russia, was arraigned 
today on charges he lied four 
times to a grand jury investigat- 
ing espionage last August 
September. He pleaded not guilty 
and bail was fixed at $20,000. 

He was indicted Tuesday and 
the sealed charges were opened 
yesterday a few hours before the 
FBI went to his apartment.

WASHINGTON, March 15—The 
keen personal interest of Sena- 
tor Joseph McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, in last year’s Maryland 
election campaign, became even 
clearer today with testimony. be- 
fore the Senate subcommittee: fi» 
vestigating the election. 

The major part.of the testimony 

was concerned with the address- 
ing and mailing of several hun- 
dred thousand postcards advocat- 
ing the election of the Repub- 
lican .senatorial candidate, John 
Marshall Butler, who defeated the 
veteran Millard E. Tydings, Dem- 
ocrat. 
Robert E. Lee, minority clerk 
of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee and a former FBI agent, 
said he first discussed the project 
for addressing the postcards with 
McCarthy or one of his employes, 
and that he received a check for 
$5000 to be used in getting out the 
cards in McCarthy’s office in the 
Senate Office Building. 

Mrs. Lee Handled Job. 

The actual direction of this 
project was undertaken by Lee’s 
wife, a close personal friend of 
Miss Jean Kerr, secretary to Mc- 
Carthy and a leading figure in 
the direction | of the Maryland 
campaign. Mrs. Lee testified she 
received $6000 for the postcard 
project and spent nearly $5000. 
She estimated she was responsible 
for getting out about 300,000 
cards. 

Lee said that through his po- 
litical contacts he heard the post- 
card project was bogging down in 
Baltimore and he discussed with 
his wife and Jon M. Jonkel, But- 
ler campaign manager, what 
could be done to help. He said 
his wife would volunteer but that 
money might be needed for a 
commercial addressing agency. 

The day after he talked to Jon- 
kel, Lee related, he received a 
call from someone in McCarthy’s 
office. He hurried over and found 
in the outer office Alvin Bentley, 
an industrialist of Detroit and 


attorney's office said the indict- 
ment “charges Perl lied before 
the grand jury about his acquain- 
tance with five persons.” 

Denies Knowing Men on Trial. 

The first two counts accused 
Perl of perjury in testifying he 
did not know Morton Sobell, 33, 
a radar expert, and Julius Ros- 
enberg, 32, now on trial with Mrs. 
Ethel Rosenberg, 35, in New York 
for atomic espionage. 

“Charge No. 3,” the spokesman 
said, “was that he lied when he 
said he was not accuainted with 
Max and Helene Elitcher, and 
No. 4, that he was not acquainted 
with Michael and Ann Sidoro- 
vich.” 

Elitcher, a civilian ordnance 
expert for the Navy, was the 
Government's first witness in the 
Sobell-Rosenberg trial. 

“Perl was a college (City Col- 
lege of New York) classmate of 
Sobell, Rosenberg and Mrs. 
Elitcher’s husband,” the spokes- 
man said. “He roomed with So- 
bell in Washington in 1940.” 

He would not disclose the cir- 
cumstances under which Perl al- 
legedly became acquainted with 
the Sidoroviches. During the cur- 
rent trial it was brought out that 
Mrs. Sidorovich was to have been 
a spy contact at Albuquerque, 
N.M., near the Los Alamos atomic 
project. 

Gold Used as Contact. 

“She was to have contacted 
(David) Greenglass in Albuquer- 
que or I os Alamos, but at the last 
niinute there was a substitute and 
Harry Gold became contact man,” 
the spokesman said. 

Greenglass has pleaded guilty 
to espionage charges, but has not 
been sentenced.

—A special “racketeer” force of 
revenue agents is making an “in- 
tensive investigation” of tax re- 
turns of racketeers involving 
$57,000,000 in taxes and penalties. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau 
gave this report to a House Ap- 
propriations subcommittee which 
made it public today. The com- 
mittee is considering the bureau's 
1952 budget. It made a special 
inquiry into tax enforcement pel- 
icies as a result of complaints by 
Senate crime investigators that 
tax collection was lax with re- 
spect to racketeers and gangsters. 

Daniel A. Bolich, assistant reve- 
nue commissioner, told the com- 
mittee the group concentrating on 
gangster elements includes 133 
special agents in addition to about 
200 regular agents and 100 dep- 
~ collectors. 

In 1950, Bolich said, the bureau 
processed 314 racketeer cases and 
recommended assessments of 
$24,000,000 as a result. Of the 
314 involved, 132 were recom- 
mended for prosecution. At the 
beginning of this month there 
were 485 cases under “intensive 
investigations” or with criminal 
prosecution recommended.

The 
seller deposits the check in his 
own bank—the Bank of America, 
the Riggs National, the Philadel- 
phia National, or whatever. These 
banks, in turn, deposit the checks 
with Federal Reserve Banks in 
their districts. It’s these deposits 
that gave McCabe a headache. 

The aeposits of commercial 
banks with the reserve banks con- 
stitute reserves against which the 
commercial -banks can expand 
credit in a ratio of approximately 
$6 of new credit for each $1 re- 
serve. So, on every $1 of Gov- 
ernment bonds the Federal Re- 
serve system buys, banks can ex- 
pand credit approximately six- 
fold.

Freedom vs. Security 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


You recently reprinted in the Mir- 
ror of Public Opinion a debate on the 
merits of a proposed anti-Communist 
oath for lawyers. 

Since one of the topics discussed was 
a resolution adopted by the Assembly 
and House of Delegates of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, to the effect that 
ft is not inappropriate that an Ameri- 
can be required to take an anti- 
Communist oath and that it is espe- 
cially appropriate that lawyers be re- 
quired to do so, the discussion clearly 
has implications for any American. 
This is all the more true in view of the 
various anti-Communist oaths being ad- 
vocated for members of other profes- 
sions, notably teachers. 

If today we proscribe only Com- 
ymunists, and tomorrow only Communist- 
fronters, what safeguards are to pre- 
yent arbitrary proscription of individu- 
als considered undesirable by the con- 
stituted authority? No safeguard has 
been suggested. 

Does this imply that we must elimi- 
mate all security controls? Not at all. 
It simply means that we must set up a 
well-defined, clear-cut class of citizens 
‘with whose loyalty we cannot afford to 
take risks. That is, we must decide on 
those positions in which an individual's 
disloyalty poses such a threat to our 
security that holders of those positions 
m'ct secrifice some of their freedom. 

Surely, no person should be given 
access to secret government information 
if his loyalty is open to reasonable 
doubt—and I would not attempt to de- 
fine reasonable too precisely. Possibly 
it is desirable to refuse government 
employment in any capacity whatever 
to a person whose loyalty is suspect. 

I would seriously question, however, 
whether membership in the Communist 
party prevents an individual from giv- 
ing me competent legal or medical ad- 
vice, from teaching my children arith- 
metic or grammar, or from repairing 
my automobile or painting my house. 

But, we are told, it is not inappropri- 
ate that all Americans be required to 
take an anti-Communist oath. Why not 
an anti-cdrunkenness oath, an anti- 
rostitution oath, an anti-reckless driv- 
ng oath? The ordinary citizen cer- 

tainly endangers the national security 
as much by engaging in these activities 
as by joining the Communist party. 


Only a fanatic would urge a person to 
lose his job by refusing to sign a non- 
Communist oath when he can honestly 
sign it, as practically all Americans can 
do. But let us hope that those of us 
who are forced by economic pressure to 
sign, as many have been and will be, 
will do so with a feeling of having been 
degraded by brute force.

To India’s People 
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If Secretary of the Treasury Snyder and his 
top assistants knew everything that goes on in 
every income tax evasion case, then Mr. Sny- 
der’s statement to the Post-Dispaich would carry 
more weight. 

Mr. Snyder, speaking through Acting Secre- 
tary Edward H. Foley, says it is “absolutely 
false” that pressure was exerted in his depart- 
ment to cali off prosecution for tax evasion of a 
widely-known St. Louis business man who is a 
friend of President Truman and Mr. Snyder. 

With all due respect to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Snyder's declaring the statement 
false does not make it so. 

As a matter of fact, the testimony of a Gov- 
ernment department head, unsupported by other 
evidence, is likely to be peculiarly unpersua- 
sive in such a case as this. As we said on 
Monday, income tax evasion cases have been 
“killed by high officeholders in St. Louis, Chi- 
cago or Washington, or by underlings fearful of 
‘embarrassing the boss,’ meaning President Tru- 
man or Treasury Secretary Snyder.” Mr. Sny- 
der of all the persons in his department might 
be the least likely to know about a fix. And 
when a fix is charged, he can deny it only on 
the word of those implicated in the accusation. 
He may honestly believe the charge to be false. 
But the Secretary’s belief does not establish 
what the facts actually are. 

So we are not going to withdraw our state- 
ment about the highly connected St. Louis busi- 
ness man, nor our statement that “a pattern has 
developed by which income tax cases against 
wealthy persons, including donors to Democratic 
campaign funds, go so far but no further toward 
prosecution.” 

Acting Secretary Foley, speaking for Mr. Sny- 
der, adopts the usual injured air of the office- 
holder when he says our disclosures on income 
tax cases are calculated to suggest that the reve- 
nue system is “unworthy of; trust.” They are 
calculated to do nothing of the kind. They are 
calculated to inform the public. If anybody 
wishes to conclude that the revenue system is 
“unworthy of trust,” that is due to the facts we 
bring out, not to the publication of them. 

We shall, therefore, continue to bring out the 
facts—such facts as the offer of two lawyer- 
fixers who sent word to a St. Louis business 
man that they could deliver favorable action on 
his claim for a $3,000,000 tax refund in return 
for a fee of 20 per cent. Everything is supposed 
to be very confidential in the Treasury, but 


- somehow these two fixers knew that this claim 


was pending. 

Let all the facts come out. Then the public 
can decide whose statements have been “abso- 
lutely false.” 
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25 Men Do the Deciding 


It begins to look as if a lot of time could be 

saved in Congress if roll calls in the House 
were confined to some 25 Southern Democrats 
who vote first on one side and then the other. 
They decided three important votes on three 
successive roll calls Tuesday and Wednesday. 
. Truman Administration leaders expected to 
win the votes on the defense housing and emer- 
gency reorganization bills. The small group of 
Southern Democrats voted against them and the 
Administration lost both tests. The G.O.P. ex- 
pected that the Southern Democrats would vote 
with it on the RFC issue, while the Truman 
Administration was sure it was going to lose 
that one. The Southern Democrats crossed up 
both sides. They voted with the Administra- 
tion and the RFC test went against the Re- 
publicans. 

Any such control by so small a group is far 
beyond its fair strength. The rest of the coun- 
try should be quick to see this situation for 
what it is. Not to be alert to it will be to be 
victimized by it time and again. 
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Parking Should Be Cheap 


The State Legislation and Tax Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce has done the right 
thing in coming out in support of a bill which 
would permit St. Louis to operate parking lots 
and garages, instead of being compelled to rent 
city-financed facilities to private operators. 

As we have pointed out before, this restric- 
tion on St. Louis is too severe. The objective is 
to provide parking facilities at the lowest pos- 
sible cost. If this can be done by avoiding a 
profit for a private operator of municipal prop- 
erty, the city’s hands should not be‘tied. 

The Association of Parking Lot Owners and 
Operators opposes the change. But we do not 
believe that it can make a very strong argument 
against it. The parking field has been freely 
open to private operators for a long time. They 
have not met the need. If the city moves to do 
so, we see no reason why they should be cut in 
on an improvement which is not the result of 
their enterprise, but their lack of it. 
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Brief Biography: of F. Costello 

Frank Costello, television's first “headless” 
star, was so shy about answering personal ques- 
tions before the Kefauver committee and TV 
cameras that the public must want to know more 
about him. Fortunately, the so-<alled prime 
minister of crime could supply many character 
witnesses. 

One whom he mentioned was “Dandy Phil” 
Kastel. Costello said he indorsed a $325,000 
note so Kastel could buy into a British distil- 
lery. Costello did this for “true friendship,” and 
also because he hoped to get a commission on 
liquor sales. 

Frank and Dandy Phil have been friends for a 
long time. In 19238 Arnold Rothstein, under- 
world mastermind in dope, gambling and what- 
not, was murdered in a New York hétel. Dandy 
Phil was his lieutenant. Costello was an associ- 
ate.. They progressed and prospered together. 

Dandy Phil helped arrange for the police pro- 
tection which the late Senator Huey Long guar- 
anteed Costello's slot machine racket in Louisi- 
ana. Costello and Kastel once were indicted in 
the second largest income tax case on record. 
Though their syndicate was found to have 
grossed $3,000,000 in 1936-37 alone, the result 
was acquittal. Today Costello reports an aver- 
age annual income of about $60,000 a year, and

He 
borrowed money to buy one building from

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Blowing Up a Road Block 


The Missouri Senate has exploded Senator 
Webbe’s legal road block. For two years the 
Webbe Act has stopped work on the proposed 
Third street interregional highway, and diverted 
road funds from St. Louis. But largely because 
of Senator Kinney’s skillful parliamentary hand, 
the road block appears to be demolished. 


Actually, the Senate passed the bill to extend 
the Webbe Act beyond June 29. But Kinney 
had persuaded the Senate to amend the bill to 
keep it in effect for only 90 days. Then the 
Senate refused to attach an emergency clause. 
This means the bill could not become effective 
until 90 days after the Legislature adjourns, 
probably not before July. Hence the extension 
law itself would expire before it could even be- 
come effective. 

This is poetic justice for a piece of obstruc- 
tionism. The only excuse for the Webbe law 
was to protect housing along the right of way. 
But many of the residents have found new 
homes, and the others can be relocated by grdd- 
ual stages. With the Webbe measure out of the 
way, the city and state can proceed with a task 
for civic progress. 
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A Sound Financial Approach 


New York City, which is probably doing the 
best job of civil defense among all the cities in 
the nation, is tackling the financial end of that 
problem in what seems to us an eminently sensi- 
ble way. 

First, the New York city administration esti- 
mated how much it needed to spend for civil 
defense. Then, it figured out how it thought 
that cost should be shared by the city, the state 
and the Federal Government. Under these plans 
Mayor Impellitteri is calling for a $350,000,000 
program of which the Federal Government 
would bear 80 per cent of the cost, the State of 
New York 15 per cent and the City of New York 
5 per cent. 

A great deal of detailed work will have to be 
done by Civil Defense Director Tucker's office 
before it can be closely estimated how much 
should be expended on civil defense in St. Louis. 
Even before a close estimate is possible, how- 
ever, Mr. Tucker should be able to set up a gen- 
eral target figure on which the beginnings of 
plans can be based, subject to change in the 
light of later knowledge. 

With such figures from St. Louis and Kansas 
City, the legislators at Jefferson City will then 
be in a better position to know how much should 
be appropriated from state funds for civil de- 
fense. There will be a basis for the state ad- 
ministration and the administrations of the cities 
to sit down together and agree upon a percent- 
age sharing of the burden. And there will be a 
similar basis for the state to deal with the Fed- 
eral Government. 

Since acts of the Legislature and of Congress 
are involved in this process, and since they are 
time-consuming, St. Louis cannot too soon arrive 
at an informed preliminary estimate of what, in 
the best judgment. available, should be spent in 
civil defense here, together with the opinions of 
the Darst Administration as to the division of 
the cost.

One swallow does not make a spring, 
nor does one congressional election in Mis- 
souri’s Eleventh district prove beyond 
argument that the voters are through with 
the Truman Administration.

Indeed the Democratic Mayor of St. Louis 
came right out and said Shenker’s twin 
performance as criminal lawyer and poli- 
tician was hurting the party. 

It certainly did. But we have a feeling 
that it was not merely Shenker whom the 
voters were protesting when they turned 
down his alleged protege. It was Harry 
Vaughan, the RFC favoritism and the 
general atmosphere of domestic untidi- 
ness which has begun to hang heavy 
around the Administration. 

For the public record Mr. Boyle is able 
to brush off the Missouri returns as the 
result of a light vote. If he and President 
Truman do not see more in them then 
that, they are not as astute as we give 
them credit for being.

waged almost exclusively on local issues, 
with a corrupt Democratic machine the 
target of aroused voters of the district. 
Washington seemed far off, and the mis- 
management and ineffectiveness of the 
national Administration were muted 
themes in comparison to the goings on at 
home. 

Nevertheless, the results show the mood 
of the people. They are beginning to be- 
stir themselves against the debasement of 
standards and the cheapening of institu- 
tions which have become evident in many 
quarters. The motivations which drove 
them in so signal a flood into the Repub- 
lican camp in one locality are the same 
which will express themselves, we believe, 
on an infinitely larger front in 1952. 

Meanwhile, the Republican representa- 
tion in the Congress has gained an extra 
member, bringing its total to a round 200. 
Claude I. Bakewell, the Republican victor, 
is an able man, of broad and enlightened 
views. His entrance into the House may 
also be an omen of events to come.

Bakewell also had the advantage of na- 
tional experience and a previous term in 
the House. The Republicans showed good 
judgment in putting up a candidate of 
recognized ability. They have thus been 
enabled to gain a fourth member in the 
House following the two they captured 
last November after having been reduced 
to one in the Democratic sweep of the 
President’s home state.

The 
Russian offer of $240,000,000 . 

“conforms to” 8.5 per cent of us- | 
able Lend-Lease civilian supplies | 
in Russia’s possession when the | 
war ended, Moscow claims. 

This argument indicates that 
the Russians estimate the value 
of usable Lend-Lease supplies on 
hand in Russia as of V-J day at 
$2,822,000,000, since $240,000,000 
amountts to 8.5 per cent of that 
amount. The Russians have never 
admitted that this is their ésti- 
mate, however. Instead, they go 
on endlessly asserting that they 
are offering the same kind of a 
settlement that the United States 
made with Britain.

RHEE HOPES U.N. 
WILL: RECAPTURE 
PYONGYANG NEXT

PUSAN, Korea, March 15 (AP) 
—President Syngman Rhee sent 
cables to President Truman, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur: and the 
United Nations expressing the Ko- 
rean republic's appreciation for 
the recapture of Seoul. He also 
sent a message to Lt. Gen. Mat- 
thew B. Ridgway, Eighth Army 
commander. 

In his cable messages Rhee said 
he hoped the recapture of the 
Red Korean capital of Pyongyang, 
north of the Thirty-eighth paral- 
lel, would be next. 

(There was no indication in 
diplomatic capitals that the Allied 
forces would or would not again 
cross the old north-south boun- 
dary line.) 

In this connection, Defense 
Minister Sihn Sung Mo said the 
U. N. army eventually will go 
down to defeat if the current of- 
fense stops at the Thirty-eighth 
parallel, 

“Su upposing the parallel once 
again” stopped the vigorously ad- 
vancing U. N. forces,” Sihn said. 


“It will not only make vain the 
sacred bloodshed by the U. N. 
forces but 30,000,000 Koreans will 
not forgive it.”

COST WALKOUT 


BARCELONA, Spain, March 15 
(UP)—The government extended 
its retaliatory campaign from 
Barcelona to nearby towns today 
to smash the last signs of resis- 
tance from strikers protesting 
against the high cost of living. 

Government orders for severe 
punishment and firing of strikers 
sent all in this port city of 1,125.,- 
000 back to their jobs following 
sit-down strikes and riots last 
Monday. 

But in the port towns of Bada- 
lona and Mataro northeast of 
here, nearly, half the industrial 
workers stayed away from their 
jobs. Civil Governor . Eduardo 
Baeza toured the provincial area 
today and fresh arrests were ex- 
pected. 

Arrests of demonstrators con- 
tinued in Barcelona, where al- 
ready many have been impris- 
oned. Two persons were killed 
and many were injured in two 
davs of disturbances. 

Reliable sources said nearly 
1000 persons have been arrested 
in Barcelona and_ surrounding 
towns.

STILL, IF YOU'RE in a reminiscent mood, these 
are pretty good films. The first show had shots of 
the fall of Madrid to Franco, the Hitler-Stalin 
accord (which was rather wildly correlated with 
the relationship between Mao and Stalin), finally 
the guns opening up on Poland. 

Pictures, they say, don’t lie but they can be 
occasionally misleading. After the Russian-Ger- 
man pact, there were a great many shots and 
accompanying narration of ssian heavy industfy,~ 
raw materials and grain which pictured Russia as 
an immense reservoir of war supplies for Germany. 
Germany, as we now kriow, got very little from 
Russia. Also, the prediction that Russia as “an 
armed neutral” would be the only victor of World 
War II hardly stands up through the years. 


The narration is performed by the “March of 
Time” voice of doom in a prose style that has been 
so sharply modified in recent years that it sounds 
a little archaic to hear it again.

PIGGOTT, Ark., March 15. 

HAT a wedding ddwn here in 
W Piggott lacks in ceremony 

and sentiment, it more than 
makes up in speed and efficiency. 
In fact, the business of launching 
the matrimonial ship has been 
reduced to its barest essentials 
and you can be married and on 
your way about as quickly and 
easily as you can drop into a drug 
store and buy a package of ciga- 
rettes. Furthermore, the prices are 
reasonable ami the service is ex- 
cellent. 
" Candidates drop into the office 
of County Clerk Francis Under- 
wood (anyone in Piggott will be 
glad to tell them where it is). 
There Underwood and his two 
good-looking feminine assistants 
make out the marriage applica- 
tions and licenses, and then turn 
the candidates over to County 
Judge T. A. French, whose office 
is across the square but who is 
to be found most of the time at 
the county clerk's office. 

Judge French is the only man 
in town who can legally sign a 
waiver which brushes aside the 
three-day waiting law which ex- 
ists in Arkansas, and he signs 
them with what might seem to 
some reckless abandon. Judge 
French waives the fee which the 
law allows for signing guch a 
waiver, but his motives are not 
100 per cent altruistic. He can 
refuse to sign the waiver if he 
sees some very good reason why 
a couple should not be married. 
He seldom, it just happens, sees 
any such reasons. 

If the couple is agreeable, and 
most of them are, the judge mar- 
ries them right then and there. 
There is a large iron door open- 
ing off one side of the county 
clerk’s office, which leads to the 
small vault where the county rec- 
ords are kept. It makes a con- 
venient, if not too romantic, mar- 
riage bower. The judge takes the 
couple in there, closes the vault 
door and a couple of minutes 
elapse. The door opens and the 
couple departs, looking at one an- 
other as though amazed at the 
speed of it all. The judge is look- 
ing around for the next custom- 


ers.

HE county clerk’s office, ac- 

cording to Underwood, issues 

from 250 to 300 marriage 
licenses a month. On the weekend 
preceding my visit here, they had 
issued 57 licenses on Saturday 
and Sunday alone. By way of 
comparison, at Farmington, Mo., 
a county seat town comparable to 
Piggott, they average about 15 
licenses a month. 

The Arkansas marriage boom 
started when the Missouri law, re- 
quiring a three-day waiting per- 
iod and a blood test, became 
effective dn 1944. It was brought 
to public attention recently when 
it was condemned by Circuit 
Judge James E. McLaughlin of 
St. Louis. 

Judge McLaughlin, after havihg 
dissolved a marriage which took 
place in Piggott in 1948, took the 
opportunity to denounce Mis- 
sourians who “get drunk and run 
down to Arkansas for 3 a.m.

Arkansas Town's People Are a Little Hurt by St. Louis 
Judge's Crack About ‘Modern Sodom and Gomorrah,’ but 
Welcome the Publicity—How the Wedding Business Works 


Arkansas border towns, Piggott 
and Pocahontas, as “a modern 
Sodom and Gomorrah.” 

The people of Piggott are really 
more hurt than angry at being 
compared to either Sodom or 
Gomorrah, and in truth this quiet 
little town of 3000 looks anything 
but ripe with sin as you drive 
into it. In the center of a grassy 
square is an old-fashioned court- 
house with an equally old- 
fashioned bandstand on the lawn. 
The square is surrounded with 
the usual assortment of chain and 
local stores and the people who 
walk around, or stand chatting on 
the sidewalk, seem blissfully un- 
aware that they are living under 
a cloud. In fact, they look pretty 
much like people you see in any 
small town.

UT whereas they dislike the 

Sodom and Comorrah label, one 

soon learns that they are duly 
grateful for the publicity which 
results from such dénunciations. 
Because the more publicity they 
get the more marriage business 
they get, and the marriages have 
brought more prosperity to the 
town than anything since the Cot- 
ton Belt railroad came through in 
1899. 

There is also intense rivalry 
between P’ ~-tt .nd Pocahontas 
and a third town, Corning, for 
the marriage business, and the 
people of Piggott are 1ic to 
assure you that they have the 
most and the best trade. Piggott, 
being the first county seat avail- 
able t> marriz..-bour.. couples 
from eastern Mis..uri and Illi- 
nois, from whence comes most 
of their tradc. ¢.-s indeed get 
the lion’s share of the business. 

Underwood is a handsome young 
man serving “is first term as 
county clerk, and he discusses 
Piggott’s marriage business pleas- 
antly ind «*-jective’:’. 

“I realize we're vulnerable to 
criticism here,” he says, “but I 
think you'll find t*' :t the situa- 
tion isn’t as ‘ad as it’s been 
made to seem. As for the charge 
that peop’: <-. drunk in St. Louis 
and head for Arkansas to get 
married, all I can say is that iay- 
one who starts from St. Louis 
drunl: is either not going to get 
here, or not sring to get married. 
It’s a five-hour drive. If they 
don't land in a ditch, they have 
plenty of time to sober up and 
think it over. Of <ourse, such 
things might happen with people 
from southeast Missouri, just 
across the borde , but nct from 
St. Louis like Judge McLaughlin 
charges. 

“Furthermore, if I felt that a 
man didn’t have p. ession of his 
faculties, I wouldn’t issue him a 
license. We get people from east- 
ern Missouri a..d from TIlinois 
both and, taking a crogs seetion, 
they’re anything but riff raff. 
They're nice people, working 
people, most of them old enough 
to know what they’re doing.” 

Underwood thinks people come 


to Arkansas to avoid both the 
three-day waiting period and the 
blood test. 

“But as I see it, from talking 
to people, it seems to be mostly 
the blood test.” 

Arkansas also has a three-day 
waiting period, but the law has 
a provision, added during the war 
for the benefit of soldiers who 
wanted to get married in a hurry, 
that the waiting period can be 
waived by any. county judge if the 
couple should show good reason. 
About the only reason that couple 
has to show nowadays is that they 
want to get married and that they 
have the money for the license. 

The license costs $3.60, Under- 
wood explained, and the couples 
can get married by a minister, a 
justice of the peace, or the county 
judge. The biggest business, of 
course, is over the weekends. 
Since most of the couples arrive 
on Saturday evening, the office is 
reopened at 8 o'clock Saturday 
night. There is no extra charge 
for after-hour licenses. “It’s just 
a matter of tips,” says Underwood. 
“Some are generous, and some 
are not.” 

Some 90 per cent of the cou- 
ples who come to Piggott are mar- 
ried by County Judge French. He 
came in during my conversation 
with Underwood, and after a 
quick look around the offices to 
see if there were any waiting 
brides and grooms, shook hands 
with the writer. The judge is a 
tall, thin man in his early sixties, 
who appears to be in his late 
forties. He is alert, quick in his 
movements, and quick to defend 
the marriage business as prac- 
ticed in Piggott. 

“I think most of the trouble 
lies in the fact the marriages take 
place here instead of in St. Louis,” 
he said testily. “I think that’s 
the long and short of it. I don’t 


know whether you know it or not, 
but we married your former 
mayor here’’—Aloys P. Kaufmann 
and his wife were married in Pig- 
gott—‘‘and several of your city 
officers and two or three St. Louis 
policemen. And from all I hear 
they’re all happy marriages.

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Woman at the Well

| HERE is nothing new in the 
world. There are only the 
same old things happening 
to new people. Human nature 
acts now the way it did cen- 
tures ago, particularly when it 
seeks to avoid moral demands 
for betterment of conduct. 
Millions can see their image 


in the woman at the well. Tired 
from a journey from Judea to 
Galilee, the Divine Master sat 
down by a well at noon. A 
woman came to draw water—a 
most unusual time for anyone 
to come to a well in the East. 
The reason is, probably, that 
the other women, scandalized 
by her evil life, would not 
allow her in their company in 
the cool morning or evening: 
so she had to come alone at 
noon. 

Our Lord asks for a drink. 
Whenever God wishes to do us 
a favor, He begins by asking 
for one. After being reminded 
by her that the well was deep 
and He had no cup with which 
to drink, He tried to elevate 
her thoughts to heavenly re- 
freshment, saying: “If thou 
knewest what it is God gives, 
and who this is that is saying 
to thee, Give me drink, it 
would have been for thee to 
ask ehim instead, and he would 
have given thee living water.”

THOSE WHO ARE dedicated 
to the carnal are far from the 
spiritual. She could not under- 
stand such sublime thoughts 
about an inward spring which is 
an elixir of life for those who 
drink it. The Divine Teacher 
then descended to the root of 
the difficulty, namely, the im- 
moral life that she was leading 
which made the perception of 
spiritual truths impossible. 

People are not Godless only 
because they are ignorant; 
they are often that wa} because 
of their behavior. He said: “Go 
call thy husband.” She 
answered: “I have no husband”; 
and Jesus told her, “True 
enough, thou hast no husband. 
Thou hast had five husbands, 
but the man who is with thee 
now is no husband of thine; 
thou hast told the truth over 


this.” 

Many like to discuss religion, 
but they do not like it when it 
involves decision. So long as 
religion is a subject for argu- 
ment, it is never uncomfortabe; 
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as to whether she should wor- 
ship on the distant hl or in 
Jerusalem. He had asked her 
to lay bare her sin; her an- 
swer is an intellectnal “diffi- 
culty” which is really only a 
pgotection against the exacting 
claims of Divine Love. Remind- 
ing her that to he saved men 
must be honest with them- 
selves. He said they must get 
down to “truth and spirit.” that 
is, to honesty with mselves. 
It was almost like telling her 
to tear off the mask that she 
was wearing and to see herseif 
as she really was.

AS THE STORY closes, it 
becomes clear that not until 
one is prepared to face his 
moral difficulties and fatiures 
can there be any hope for in- 
ner peace. Peace of mind is a 
long way from peace of soul. 
Peace of mind is an intellectual 
adjustment to the way we live: 
peace of soul is a moral ad- 
justment to the way we ought 
to live. The recovery of man's 
peace of soul and the mastery 
of his conflict are not easy. 
The truly integrated self is won 
by hard efforts and in co-oper- 
ation with the resources that 
pour into us from without. The 
more serious diseases of human 
nature are cured in the pres- 
ence of God. If man cannot trust 
in his own goodness to dis- 
cover God, then perhaps his 


. weariness will cast him to His
